Tax  News  lor  Teachers  -  The  IRS  advises  teachers  to  save  their  receipts  for  purchases  of  books  and  classroom 
supplies.  “Many  teachers  dip  into  their  own  pockets  when  funds  for  classroom  supplies  run  out  before  the  school 
year  does,”  said  1  ITS  Commissioner  Charles  O.  Rossotti.  “A  new  law  gives  them  a  tax  break  this  year  and  in  2003.” 

The  new  deduct  on  is  available  to  educators  in  both  public  and  private  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
Educators  must  work  at  least  900  hours  during  the  school  year  as  a  teacher,  instructor,  counselor,  principal  or  aide. 
They  then  may  subtract  up  to  $250  of  qualified  expenses  when  figuring  their  adjusted  gross  income  (AGI). 

Educators  don’t  need  to  itemize  deductions  to  get  this  benefit  but  should  keep  the  receipts.  In  fact,  the  IRS 
suggests  that  educators  keep  records  of  qualifying  expenses  in  a  folder  or  envelope  labeled,  “Educators  Expense 
Deduction”,  noting  the  date,  amount  and  purpose  of  each  purchase.  For  more  details,  consult  IRS  publication

Video  hookup  offers  class  in  sign  language.

Several  students  at  Indian  Creek  High  School  never  speak  to  one  of  their  teachers. 
Instead,  they  watch  —  via  a  television  set  —  an  instructor  from  the  Indiana  School 
for  the  Deaf  who  teaches  them  American  Sign  Language  using  an  interactive  video 
distance  learning  system. 

This  is  the  first  year  the  class  has  been  offered  at  the  high  school. 

The  instruction  has  grown  from  a  partnership  Indian  Creek  High  School  formed 
with  the  School  for  the  Deaf  a  few  years  ago.  Students  receive  a  foreign  language  credit 
for  the  course.  The  distance  learning  technology  allows  students  to  take  a  class  Indian 
Creek  might  not  otherwise  be  able  to  offer  students. 

Instructor  Daniel  Smith  views  Indian  Creek  students  through  an  overhead  camera. 
Students  in  Trafalgar  can  respond  to  Smith's  questions  using  sign  language.  The  students 
watch  Smith  on  a  television  in  "real  time." 

"The  system  went  in  sometime  last  year,"  said  Indian  Creek  teacher  Carol  Piety. 

She  operates  the  controls  of  the  system  during  one  of  the  two  sign  language  classes 
and  physically  inputs  the  grades  into  the  system.  But  other  than  that,  she  does  not  "teach" 
the  class  in  the  traditional  sense. 

Students  can  also  correspond  with  Smith  via  e-mail. 

The  partnership  with  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  was  created  by  an  anonymous 
benefactor  and  allows  students  to  learn  more  about  deaf  individuals. 

"It  brings  the  different  groups  together  and  allows  them  to  see  they  are  not  so 
different,"  Piety  said.  "For  example,  we  tend  to  think  of  them  as  hearing-impaired,  but 
they  don't  think  of  themselves  as  impaired." 

Prior  to  the  class  being  offered,  several  Indian  Creek  students  each  year  traveled 
with  deaf  students  to  places  such  as  the  Kennedy  Space  Center  in  Florida. 

Adrian  McDonald,  17,  spent  several  weeks  during  the  summer  participating  in  a 
Summer  in  the  Sky  program  with  students  from  the  School  for  the  Deaf. 


"I  wish  I'd  had  (the  sign  language  class)  before  summer,"  Adrian  said. 

Being  involved  with  the  classes  has  changed  Adrian's  planned  career  path.  "Now,  I 
want  to  be  an  aeronautical  engineer,"  Adrian  said. 

Kevin  Housand,  17,  went  to  the  Kennedy  Space  Center  during  the  summer  and 
roomed  with  a  deaf  student.  "I've  learned  a  lot  in  the  ASL  class,  more  than  on  the  trip," 
Kevin  said. 

The  class  is  just  part  of  the  way  the  school  uses  long-distance  learning.  Students  in 
other  classes  have  connected  with  experts  from  all  over  the  country,  as  well  as  local 
places  such  as  The  Children's  Museum,  the  Indianapolis  Museum  of  Art  and  the 
Indianapolis  Zoo. 

"hi  a  way,  they  are  electronic  field  trips  that  don't  require  us  to  bus  students  to  the 
resource  or  have  the  expert  travel  long  distances  to  meet  our  students,"  said  Tom  Bauer, 
technology  director  for  Indian  Creek  Schools. 

Shannon  McMurray,  17,  likes  learning  sign  language  through  the  distance  learning 
system. 

"I  can  communicate  with  my  deaf  friends  better,"  Shannon  said.  "And  I  can  talk 
with  my  mouth  full  now."  (J

NAEYC  Accreditation  -  The  National  Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children  (NAEYC),  the 
nation’s  largest  professional  organization  of  early  childhood  educators,  has  provided  much  guidance  to 
school  personnel  seeking  to  meet  the  highest  quality  of  standards  for  programs  serving  children  from  birth 
through  age  eight.  ISD  follows  the  NAEYC  principles  for  developmentally  appropriate  practice  and 
guidelines  as  outlined  in  the  revised  volume  Developmentally  Appropriate  Practice  in  Early  Childhood 
Programs,  edited  by  Sue  Bredekamp  and  Carol  Copple.  It  has  been  a  valuable  resource  for  program 
improvement. 

During  the  2000-2001  school  year  ISD  began  the  process  of  pursuing  NAEYC  accreditation  for 
Preschool.  Parents,  staff  and  administrators  conducted  a  self-study  to  determine  how  well  the  program  met 
the  academy’s  criteria  and  made  needed  improvements.  A  program  evaluation  was  completed  rating  the 
following  criteria: 

•  Interactions  among  teachers  and  children  * 

•  Interactions  among  teachers  and  families 

•  Administration  and  staff  qualifications 

•  Staffing  patterns 

•  Curriculum 

•  Physical  environment 

•  Health  and  safety 

•  Nutrition  and  food  service 

After  reviewing  the  required  documents,  NAEYC  conducted  an  on-site  validation  visit  to  verify  the 
accuracy  of  the  program  description  last  spring.  After  the  validation  visit,  it  was  determined  by  the  NAEYC 
Accreditation  Commission  that  we  should  include  the  kindergarten  program  in  our  accreditation  process. 
Elementary  staff  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  begin  dialogue  with  parents,  staff  and  administrators 
regarding  best  practices  in  educating  kindergarten  children.  We  evaluated  our  program  according  to  the 
accreditation  criteria,  made  learning  environment  modifications  as  needed,  and  submitted  a  program 
description  to  NAEYC. 

On  October  1st,  NAEYC  conducted  the  on-site  validation  visit  of  our  kindergarten  classes.  Our 
students  and  staff  were  proud  to  show  how  the  kindergarten  classrooms  reflect  the  latest  NAEYC 
recommendations  for  a  quality  program.  We  are  now  eagerly  awaiting  the  commission’s  decision  and 
should  know  our  status  by  mid-November  or  December. 

Although  the  process  has  been  long  and  challenging  at  times,  it  has  been  a  very  beneficial 
experience  for  all.  The  knowledge  gained  will  make  our  existing  early  childhood  program  stronger  and  the 
future  brighter  for  our  students.  We  thank  all  involved  on  this  journey  toward  NAEYC  accreditation.

National  Essay  Contest  Challenges  Students  to  Write  About  Their  Heroes  -  Gallaudet  University  is 
announcing  its  fifth  National  Essay  Contest  for  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  Students.  The  theme  for  this 
year's  contest  is  "heroes.”  "We  are  asking  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  youth,  'who  is  your  hero  and  why,"' 
explained  Dr.  Katherine  A.  Jankowski,  Dean  of  Gallaudet's  Laurent  Clerc  National  Deaf  Education  Center. 
The  theme  arose  partly  as  a  result  of  the  events  of  last  September.  "The  terror  attacks  gave  people  a  new 
appreciation  for  the  everyday  heroes  that  are  part  of  our  lives,"  Jankowski  noted.  "The  heroes  who  helped- 
and  those  who  died-were  working  people.  They  were  police  officers,  firefighters,  medical  personnel, 
restaurant  employees,  stockbrokers,  and  government  officials.  They  were  moms  and  dads."

All  contest  participants  will 
receive  certificates  of  meritorious  entry.  "The  purpose  of  the  contest  is  always  to  encourage  deaf  and  hard 
of  hearing  students  to  write,"  Jankowski  said.  "Reading,  discussion,  and  writing  are  what  help  students 
improve  their  literacy  skills."  Entries  must  be  postmarked  by  February  11,  2003.  For  more  information 
about  the  contest,  e-mail  World  Around  You  at:  essavcontest@gallaudet.edu.

❖  Designing  behavior  support  plans  that  focus  on  long-term  outcomes  that  are  directly  linked  to  the  FBA 
process;  and 

❖  Addressing  the  role  of  classroom  management  and  school-wide  discipline  practices  in  decreasing  or 
increasing  the  opportunities  for  problematic  behaviors.

THE  HISTORY  OF  RED  RIBBON  WEEK 
A  Community  Response  To  Tragedy 

On  February  7,  1985,  undercover  Drug  Enforcement  Agent  Enrique  "Kiki"  Camarena  was  kidnapped,  tortured,  and 
murdered  by  members  of  a  drug  gang  in  Mexico.  It  took  a  search  by  500  special  U.S.  agents  to  find  his  battered  body  in  a 
shallow  grave  on  a  ranch  in  Mexico.  He  was  buried  with  honors  in  his  hometown  of  Calexico,  California.  Enrique's 
congressman,  Representative  Duncan  Hunter,  moved  by  the  agent's  death,  met  with  Mr.  Henry  Lozano,  Director  of  Teen 
Challenge,  and  Mr.  David  Dhillon,  a  Calexico  High  School  teacher  to  call  for  the  creation  of  Camarena  Clubs  to  promote 
the  awareness  of  the  dangers  of  drug  abuse  in  his  45th  Congressional  District.  This  endeavor  was  supported  and  assisted  by 
the  Camarena  family.  In  honor  of  Kiki,  the  first  Camarena  Club  was  formed  in  April  of  1985  at  Calexico  High  School 

where  Kiki  Camarena  and  Henry  Lozano  graduated  in  1966. 

The  Original  Red  Ribbon  Pledge 

On  April  20,  1985,  100  students  signed  the  following  pledge  that  was  written  by  Congressman  Hunter's  wife,  Lynne...  "We, 
the  undersigned  students  of  Calexico  High  School  pledge;  in  the  honor  of  Enrique  Camarena,  and  all  others  risking  their 
lives,  to  stop  the  flow  of  drugs,  to  say  no  to  drugs,  to  encourage  my  friends  to  say  no  to  drugs,  to  provide  support  to  others 
who  use  drugs  to  help  them  learn  to  say  no  to  drugs,  to  become  educated  on  the  dangers  of  drugs,  and  provide  this 

information  to  my  community. " 

On  April  26,  Mrs.  Hunter,  Mr.  Lozano,  Mr.  Dhillon,  and  Calexico  High  School  students  presented  the  signed  Camarena 
Club  Pledge  to  First  Lady  Nancy  Reagan  at  the  National  Parent's  Resource  Institute  for  Drug  Education  Conference  in 
Washington,  DC.  On  June  16,  inspired  by  Kiki's  sacrifice,  the  Virginia  Federation  of  Parents  and  the  Illinois  Drug 
Education  Alliance  called  on  all  Americans  to  wear  red  ribbons  to  symbolize  their  commitment  to  fight  drug  abuse. 

The  First  Red  Ribbon  Week  In  California 

The  first  local  Red  Ribbon  Days  event,  sponsored  by  the  Norwalk/La  Mirada  Grassroots  Alcohol  and  Drug  Education 
Project  (GRADE)  and  the  Norwalk  Citizens  Against  Illicit  Drugs,  was  held  on  October  28  -  November  4,  1985  in  the 
cities  of  Norwalk  and  La  Mirada,  California.  In  October  of  1986,  Californians  for  Drug-Free  Youth,  Inc.  sponsored  the  first 


statewide  celebration  of  Red  Ribbon  Week.  In  1988,  under  the  leadership  of  the  National  Family  Partnership,  with  Nancy 
Reagan  as  Honorary  Chairperson,  Congress  proclaimed  the  first  8-day  Red  Ribbon  Week.  Since  then,  the  Red  Ribbon 
movement  to  remember  and  honor  Kiki's  death  and  raise  drug  awareness  is  celebrated  by  millions  of  students  and  teachers, 
along  with  community  organizations,  service  clubs,  businesses,  faith  communities,  and  law  enforcement  agencies.  Today, 
Red  Ribbon  Week  is  held  in  thousands  of  schools  and  communities  all  across  America.

National  Essay  Contest  Challenges  Students  to  Write  About  Their  Heroes  -  Gallaudet  University  is 
announcing  its  fifth  National  Essay  Contest  for  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  Students.  The  theme  for  this 
year’s  contest  is  "heroes."  "We  are  asking  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  youth,  'who  is  your  hero  and  why,'" 
explained  Dr.  Katherine  A.  Jankowski,  Dean  of  Gallaudet's  Laurent  Clerc  National  Deaf  Education  Center. 
The  theme  arose  partly  as  a  result  of  the  events  of  last  September.  "The  terror  attacks  gave  people  a  new 
appreciation  for  the  everyday  heroes  that  are  part  of  our  lives,"  Jankowski  noted.  "The  heroes  who  helped- 
and  those  who  died-were  working  people.  They  were  police  officers,  firefighters,  medical  personnel, 
restaurant  employees,  stockbrokers,  and  government  officials.  They  were  moms  and  dads." 

The  contest  is  open  to  all  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  teens,  from  15  to  19  years  old.  Winners  in  the 
contest  will  earn  scholarship  money  for  college  or  post  secondary  education-and  the  award  money  will 
double  for  those  who  qualify  for  and  elect  to  attend  Gallaudet  University.  All  contest  participants  will 
receive  certificates  of  meritorious  entry.  "The  purpose  of  the  contest  is  always  to  encourage  deaf  and  hard 
of  hearing  students  to  write,"  Jankowski  said.  "Reading,  discussion,  and  writing  are  what  help  students 
improve  their  literacy  skills."  Entries  must  be  postmarked  by  February  11,  2003.  For  more  information 
about  the  contest,  e-mail  World  Around  You  at:  essavcontest@gallaudet.edu.
